3. Sometime after World War II, several towers 100 to 120 meters high 
were erected along the seacoast from Novorossiysk to Arkhipo Osipovka* 
They were of steel-beam construction; on top was a deck on which a 
wooden guardhouse with windows was built* A walkway, patrolled 2l* 
hours a day, led around these guardhouses (see Sketch No* 2)* From 
what I saw, I would say each tower had a crew of five,, who lived In 
dugouts by the tower* I heard in Gelendzhik that the job of these 
guards was observation of the coastal area to prevent escapes and un- 
authorized landings* Towers and guard outposts were connected by 
telephone. I never saw border guards patrolling up and .down stretches 
of the coastal area itself; I never observed guards with dogs*
